Six chemistry teachers were 
suspended from Limoilou 
CEGEP for showing the rudi- 
ments of explosives-making to 
300 students. The t^lnister of 
Education, Jacques-Yvan 
Morin asked the Justice Minis- 
try to study the case. The ex- 
periments were carried out in 
order to enable students to 
outfit a commando who would 
seize the CEGEP. 

The lab assignments, enti- 
tled "commando du pif", con- 
tained the following scheme: If 
negotiations broke down be- 
tween students and adminis- 
trators, ail loans and bursaries 
would be withheld. An occupa- 
tion of the CEGEP would ensue 
and the administration would 
call In the riot squad. A 
commando should organize a 
resistance movement. "You are 
part of this commando move- 
ment. You need weapons. In 
the commando movement there 
are chemistry students and In 
the CEGEP there Is a well- 
outfitted lab." 

Experiments were halted ear- 
lier in the month by CEGEP 
authorities but after an inves- 
tigation Yvon Hamel, director 
general of the CEGEP, allowed 
the experiments to proceed 
save^fo^ythe assembly and 



The assignment contains re- 
cipes for four types of explo- 
sives: namely N13, NH3, nitro- 
cellulose, smoke bombs and 
Incendiary bombs. Phosphor- 
ous, nitrogen derivatives and 
chlorates are used to manu- 
facture such products and 
sources at Laval added that 
"violent explosions may ensue 
following careless handling of 
these products.", ■ . 

The director-general of collé- 
gial studies sent a wire to the 
director of Limoilou CEGEP 
stating that "the objectives of 
chemistry courses at the collé- 
gial level do not prima facie 
warrant such experiments." 

At yesterday's press con- 
ference,' Hamel added that 
"the commando du pif" scheme 
seemed to us a means teachers 
used In order to awake Interest 
In the student body." The 
Sûreté du Québec confirmed 
that an investigation of the 
case has been underway for thd 
past two weeks. 

Following administrative Ir- 
regularities, Limoilou CEGEP o 
was put under trusteeship In o 
1975. The trusteeship was lifted ° 
only In June of 1976 and, § 
according to the Montreal dally ^ 
Le Devoir, Jacques-Yvan Morin 
Is considering putting the 
XEGEP back under .trusteeship.

Complacent on dllf fees

Student reaction to rumours 
of Impending differential feeâ 
in Quebec has been. nil. Hoards 
of students demonstrating for 
universal accessibility to higher 
education have yet to be seen 
in Quebec, although Alberta 
and Ontario witnessed pro- 
tests, but to no avail., Differen- 
tial fees for foreign students 
were implemented in Septem- 

g^r^jnUhose provinces. 

^As Students' Society Internal 
Vice-president Fred McMahon 
pointed out, "there has been no 
official word from Quebec 
City", which might account for 
the seeming lack of concern 
over the prospect of visa 
students paying higher tuition 



fees. But McMahon ably added 
that "protest fromjj£ther stu- 
dent associationsifîover the 
issue has been irieffectiye". 

Students are generally aware 
of the Imminent possibility of 
differential fees, but American 
students Interviewed last night 
were complacent. "It. seems 
onjy fair because ail the 
American schools Impose dif- 
ferential fees — but who wants 
to pay more?" Another student 
stated, "1 think that It Is a 
regressive move — no one 
should have to pay for educa- 
tion". And still there were 
others who claimed "I don't 
know all that much about it". In 
any case, visa students already

sub-committee. Working along 
with the Society to Overcome 
Pollution (STOP) and Save 
Montreal, the Farm Committee 
hopes to pressure Cjty Hail into 
enacting their proposals. 

A spokesperson for the Farm 
Comnilttee described health 
and safety standards as being 
"especially high in the down- 
town area of Montreal. The core 
is situated in a bowl between 
the St. Lawrence River and 
Mount Royal, and the pollution 
tends to accumulate there. The 
traffic congestion adds to the 
pollution and endangers small 
children and the elderly." Pol- 
lution from automobiles and 
factories in the east-end and 
the downtown core are respon- 
sible for the dust and grit that 
collect on windowsliis and 
furniture of apartments in the 
ghetto. 

Committee members are an- 
gry that the city has done 
absolutely nothing to discour- 
age traffic in the area, and 
pointed out that a number of 
streets in Montreal, such as 
Prince Albert Street In West- 
mount, have been closed to 
non-residential traffic. "I like 
living near the heart of the city, 
but if this keeps up and we have 



to continue to breathe more 
and more carbon monoxide, 
sulphur dioxide, and all that 
other crap, I'll be forced to 
move out to suburbia. And then 
I'll have to drive miles and miles 
to get to work," said one 
member. 

Complaints were voiced that 
city pollution emission require- 
ments are not being met by 
industry, and that the city 
administration Is making no 
effort to police these indus- 
tries. The committee also noted 
that Canadian air pollution 
emission requirements for 
automobiles are less stiff than 
their American counterparts. 

Committee members pointed 
out that It is important to put 
pressure on City Hall to act as 
soon as possible. The city's 
policy on sewage disposal was 
given as an example "of waiting 
too long to act." For years, 
Montreal has been the only city 
In the world to allow the 
dumping of raw sewage into its 
river. Recently, the city began a 
$1.2 billion project for the 
treatment of sewage. But, as 
one member of the Farm 
Committee said, "The St. Law- 
rence was oncG a beautiful 
river; now it's a garbage dump'.'

Striking since October 21 
when they rejected their em- 
ployer's offer, bus drivers for 
"les services d'autobus de la 
banlieue est de Montreal" 
(SABEM), a school-bus com- 
pany on the outskirts of the 
city's east-end,' are .demandlnq 
that labour Mirilster Pierre- 
Marc Johnson appoint a special 
mediator to solve their labour 
conflict. 

The CSN-afflllated drivers 
asked Johnson to appoint a 
mediator over a month ago. 
While promising to do every- 
thing in his power to halt the 
confiict, Johnson rejected the 
request. The drivers complain 
about the fact that Johnson has 
since designated two media- 
tors to conciliate In the current 
MUCTC strike. 

According to CSN officiai 
Ruth Velllet, the drivers, who 
ordinarily serve over 10,000 
students dally, haven't received 
a wage increase for three years. 
They presently earn $130 clear , 
weekly for 45 hours of work — 
approximately $4 dollars per 
hour. 

Velllet added that the drivers 

are laid off on June 23 every 
year, which obliges them to 
collect unemployment . insur- 
ance during summer vacations. 
Tlie drivers are demanding an 
increase to $225 per wek, which 
Is still over $100 less than the 
average salary of an MUCTC 
driver. 

Grievances also refer to 
present working conditions, 
which Velllet terms "ridicu- 
lous". Drivers are rèquired to 



wash the exterior and interior of 
-their buses and must pay for ail 
cleaning products. 

Drivers are also held respon- 
sible for. their vehicles. In a 
case last winter, a woman 
driver ca lled h er employers ,for 



arrivëd on the scene, rescued 
the bus, but abandoned the 
driver on a desolate country 
road.

PQ Ministry threatens retarded children 

The security of 80 mentally retarded children living in Pavilion 
St. Raphael, a private Institution In the city's east-end, has been 
threatened by the PQ government. Because a municipal Inquiry 
decided that the building did not conform to fire-preventlon 
security measures, the provincial Social Affairs Ministry has 
decreed that the Institution must close its doors by December 30. 
The children will be obliged to relocate. 

The administrators of St. Raphael have already submitted four 
different relocation proposals to the Social 'Affairs Ministry but 
each has been rejected. The Ministry maintains that the children 
should be encouraged to live with their families and reintegrate 
themselves into society. According to Colette Boyer, mother of a 
resident, "at the present time, our children's future Is up In the air. 
This Is an inadmlssable situation we cannot tolerate:" 
PQ won't stop MUCTC strike . 

The provinclally-appolnted mediators' report on the strike of 
MUCTC garage, maintenance and office workers should be 
completed by Thursday, according to mediators Bernard Crevler 
and Jean-Jacques Deguire. Meanwhile, at a press conference held 
Monday, union president Jacques Beaudoln said that his union 
does not Intend to back down from its demands. "The solution of 
the confllct rests with the MUCTC president (Lawrence Hanlgan)," 
he warned. 

Even if the Transit Commission and its employees do not agree 
on the rnediators' recomrnendatibns, L'abour Minister Pierre-Marc 

Johnson has announced that the provincial government will not 
intervene by imposing a back-to-work injunction. 

Olympic deficit grows 
The Olympic Installations Board (OIB) expects about $4.5 
million of revenue from Olympic Stadium operations this year. 



ablaut $1 mtilion more than the extra interest 



Thls^mounfls^i 
on the $835 million stadium the OIB will be obliged to pay to US 
lenders as a result of the 13% decline in the value of the Canadian 
dollar. 

In fact. If long-term loans are taken Into account, the Olympic 
complex (excluding the Idle Olympic Village) produced a $100 
million deficit this year. 

Convention centre site choice unacceptable to hotels, city 

The provincial governmént has announced that Montreal's $60 
million convention centre will be constructed over the Vilie-Marle 
expressway and be bounded by St. Antoine, St. Urbain, 
Jeanne-Mance and Vitré Streets. The decision has drawn criticism 
from managers of downtown hotels and from the municipal 
administration. Accordiho'to one hotel manager, the site choice 
will result In minimal usage in comparison to the maximum usage 
a location closer to the center of the downtown area could afford. 

MCM councillor John Gardiner has stated that the money 
should be spent on housing and that the centre will be detrimental 
to nearby Chinatown. According to executive committee chairman 
Gerard Hiding, municipal officials were not consulted on the site 
choice, nor was the advice of city planners sought. 

Suburban mayors challenge legality of MUC budget 
In a further attempt to stall the adoption of the 1978 MUC 
budget, the suburban mayors have filed a request for a Superior 
Court decision to challenge the legality of the current council 
session. The mayors claim that the budget is illegal because last 
week's two meetings failed to attract a quorum. The mayors 
boycotted two meetings last week In order to dramatize the MUC's 
critical financial situation and to wring more money out of the 
provincial government which presently contributes $79 million of 
the $309 million 1977 budget. 

The result of the court action may permit the suburbs to refuse 
to collect the taxes which the MUC needs for next year. The 
suburbs are the source of $230 million of the $309 million the MUC 
spent this year. If the MUC Is deprived of this revenue for 1978, the 
municipal administration would be unable to meet Its commit- 
ments — Including providing public transit, paying policemen and 
extending the Metro.
